“The opinion formed by me, after careful 
inquiry and observation, is that the mass 
of the population in China, particularly the

goread themselves over the United States, 
and in case of danger the authorities have | 
ysually exerted themselves for their pro- 
tection. Occasionally riots have taken 
place, but they are almost invariably trac- 
«ed to the literati, or prospectixe office hold- 
ers, and the ruling classes. These are of- 
ten bigoted and conceited to the highest 
degree, and regard the teaching of the 
missionaries as tending to overthrow the 
existing order of government and society, 
which they look upon as a perfect system. 
sanctified by gratuity. The war with Ja- 
pan, which resulted in a humiliating peace 
‘and the loss of territory, has greatly 
weakened the imperial authority and the 
disbandment of several hundred thousand 
troops, mostly without receiving the pay 
due them, has added very much to the pre- 
yailing discontent and disorder. Under 
guch circumstances it is not strange that 
‘riots should occur and that the widespread 
missions should be the chicf sufferers. 

“The riots have been mostly confined to 
pillaging and destruction of property, the 
chief exception being the Kucheng massa- 
cre, which has justly horrified the civilized 
‘world. But we in America should be chary

Many outrages which have been inflicted 
upon Chinese subjects in the United States 
and remember that the Rock Springs, 
Wyo, riot a few years ago was equally 
‘eruei and fatal in its results, and refiect- 
ed more “severely upon our authorities. 
Although only a few weeks have elapsed 
since the Kucheng massacre, the tele- 
graph informs us that nearly a score of 
participants have already been condemned 
to death, more than a hundred are in pris- 
on awaiting trial and the imperial govern- 
ment is already arranging to fully com- 
pensate the missions for all their losses. 
In contrast with this summary administra- 
tion of justice by the Chinese authorities 
stands the fact that no punishment follow- 
ed the Rock Springs massacre. Compen- 
sation was delayed for three years, and 
then accompanied by legislation against 
the Chinese which was pronounced by our 
Supreme court as in violation of treaty, 
but without remedy. 

“Iam, however, in full sympathy with 
‘the prevailing demand in the United States 
that the Chinese government should be 
held to a strict accountability for these 
Oltfages. But in doing this, care should 
be exercised by our government that it does 
‘Mot lend itself to advance the sinister pro- 
jects of foreign governments which are on 
the alert to turn the international troubles 
of China to their own benefit. The United 
States is strong enough to act independent- 
ly of European commissions, and China has 
hever yet failed to comply with its just 
demiands.. There seems to be in a part of 
the public press of our country a miscon- 
ception of the ground upon which our gzov- 
ernment bases its intervention on account 
of these riots. It is not because we are a 
Christain country and are seeking to sup- 
Port a Christian propagandaism in China. 
It is simply because the people in whose 

half our government intervenes are 
American citizens, pursuing an avocation 
Guaranteed by\treaty and permitted by Chi- 
Rese law.”’ .

Not only have the Texas 
nd Maine been delayed by this practice, 
but also tl» monitors, the Terror, the Mo-

ordered that they be pushed to completion. 
Precisely the same reasons which have op- 
erated to delay the building of ships at the 
Rhavy yards naturally influence contractors.

CARDINAL GIBBONS’S TALK 


Of What He Observed on His kuro- 
pean Trip.

Baltfmore, September s.—Cardinal Gibbons 
talked to a large congregation today at the 
cathedral of impressions made upon him 
during his recent European trip. 

“The first subject that naturally occurs 
said his eminence, “regards my 
pope. Represent to 
yourselves a man in his eighty-sixth year, 
pale and emaciated, with a pallor almost of 
death upon him. His body is more bent 
than it was eight or ten years ago. But 
his eye is bright and penetrating; his voice 


markably clear and luminous, his memory 
is most tenacious. He has also an aston- 
ishing power of physical endurance, which 
enables hfm to hold audiences for several 
consecutive hours, treating on most im- 
portant subjects with cardinals and for- 
eign representatives, as well as with pri- 
vate “ndividuals, and passing with ease 


' and elasticity of mind from one subject to

He is remarkably familiar with 


“The holy father naturally rejoices at 
the religious progress of the United States 
and takes a deep interest in our political 


‘and social institutions and admires our re- 
| public,

' where our strength lies in the intelligence 


and patriotism of the people. For eight 
years the pope nas lived within the walls 


of the vatican, except when he takes some 


recreation in the vatican gardens. He 
sometimes retires to those gardens and 
resides in the summer house during the 
heated term.”’ 

Comparing the governments of the United 
States and France, regarding their atti- 
tude toward religion, his eminence thought 
the result was in favor of this country. 
“It is sad to observe,” he said, “how the 
civil authorities of France and some other 
Catholic nations of Europe studiously 
avoid all reference to God, to His provi- 
dence and to religion in their public offi- 
cial utterances. But I arm happy say 
that the spirit of religion is still deeply 
rooted in the great mass of the French 
people.’’ 

The official union of church and state 
does not find favor with his eminence. 
“This union,” he said, ‘is regulated by a 
concordat, and the concordat is usually in- 
terpreted by the civil authorities in their 
own favor. If a clergyman exercises his 
gospel freedom by criticising the conduct 
of the government, he is liable to have his 
salary withdrawn, or to be fined and im- 
prisoned. or be subjected to other pains 
and penalties. Thank God, we enjoy in 
this country the amplest liberty of wor- 
ship and freedom of conscience. We have 
a fair field and no favor.”’ 

Speaking of the enormously heavy taxa- 
tion of the people of Europe for the support 
ee : a dr eat. atanding armies, the cardinal 


“All the powers, no doubt, are most anx- 
igus for a general disarmament, but none 
of them is disposed to take the initiative. 
Whatever complaints may be made about 
taxation among us, the burden is propor- 
tionately light ,in comparison with the 
countries of Europe. We have no large 
Standing army, unless we consider as such 
our Grand Army pensioners, whose claims 
for their patriotic service will expire some 
time in the next century. Happily for us, 
we have no entangling alliances. We have 
no formidable or threatening neighbors at 
our doors. The day that a monarchy would 
be established in close proximity to us on 
the American continent would be the be- 
ginning of our troubles.” 

“In the towns and villages and coun- 
try districts of Europe,” the cardinal said, 
“I found the people comfortably clothed, 
happy and contented. The people of the 
agricultural districts are not yet infected 
with the fever that burns in the breasts 
of our farmers of hurrying from the coun- 
try to the city and hastening to get rich. 
This is a serious misfortune with us. 

“Another cause of the contentment of 
the people,” he continued, ‘‘lies in the re- 
ligious- faith which they profess. In every 
village and hamlet through which I passed 
you can see the church occupying a central 
position with its cross ascending to the 
skies. In that church the people are taught 
to be content with their condition of life. 
They learn there that ‘the kingdom of 
God is not meat and drink, but justice 
peace and joy in the -holy spirit.’ : 

In making these comparisons between 
our European brethren and ourselves it 
cannot be denied that we have some evils 
to be redressed, some abuses to correct 
and there are some vulnerable spots in 
our political and social armor. But after 
making these admissions,’’ his eminence

TRIED IT AGAIN. 


The Water Line of Defender and 
Valkyrie Remeasured. | 


BUT NO CAUSE GIVEN FOR IT 


Next Race of the Yachts To Take 
Place Tomorrow. 


THE ASSOCIATED — PRESS’ 


New York World’s Free Show—How 
Wooden Ships Were Worked To 
Correct Their Mistake. 


New York, September 8.—The two con- 
testing yachts, Defender and Valkyrie, are 
at anchor off Bay Ridge this evening, 
where they were towed last night. It came 
out today that their visit to the waters 
of the upper bay had more significance 
than was supposed. It was for no other 
purpose than to be remeasured and it was 
done at the request of Lord Dunraven. 
Shortly after 10 o’clock this morning both 
boats were towed to the still water of Hrie 
basin. Official Measurer Hyslop, of the 
New York Yacht Club, was there and the 
Lord Dunraven party followed on the Val- 
Kyrie’s tender, City of Bridgeport, while 
Mr. Iselin and party were on Mr. Iselin’s 
steam yacht, Neckan. Mr. Hyslop took the 
water line again of each yacht,. Designers 
Watson and Herreshof€ each keeping an 
eagle eye on the proceedings in behalf, re- 
spectively, of the two yachts. Before 2 
o'clock both of the yachts were towed back 
to Bay Ridge, yachtdom in blissful ignor- 
ance of the object of the visit to Erie ba- 
sin. It was stated that the measurement 
showed the Valkyrie to be a quarter of an 
inch longer than the original measurement, 
while the Defender was an inch less on the 
water line. The correctness of these fig- 
ures could not be learned aboard the 


yachts. 
They Wouldn’t Talk. 

Mr. Iselin proceeded at once to New Do- 
chelle, on the Neckan, when a United Press 
reporter went alongside the Defender in a 
launch. During the afternoon Captain Haff 
was busy packing his grip for a flying trip 
to his home at Islip, L. I He was as an 
oyster when spoken to of the remeasure- 
ment of the yachts. He consented to say 
that all hands were in good cordition after 
yesterday’s tussle with a lumpy sea and 
it was needless to say, in good spirits. 

Mr. Leeds, who sails on the Defender, 
was equally reticent. On the City of Bridge- 
port, Lord Dunraven and Mr. Glenny were 
taking a siesta. Mr. Ratsey was hailed 
and asked the cause for the remeasure- 
ment. He replied: 

“‘Because the committee desired it.’’ 

Then he lapsed into silence. A visit to 
the yacht followed and on board there were 
found Mr. Watson, Mr. Herreshoff, the 
two English captains, and Measurer Hys- 
lop himself, who was engaged in the work 
of getting the spar length. Mr. Herre- 
shoff was present as the representative of 
the American syndicate. 

“Will you say,’ he was asked, ‘‘why you 
are remeasuring the boats?’’ 

“The committee desired it.” 

Next Mr. Watson was hailed and gave 
the same reply to the same question. 

The reporter told him it was understood 
Lord Dunraven had asked it. 

“Well,” he said, ‘‘Lord Dunraven did 
want to have the Defender’s line marked, 
just as you see our line is, forward,”’ and he 
called attention to a little red mark at the 
forefoot on the water line and then added: 
“Mr. Iselin also wanted our spar measure- 
ments checked.’’ j 

‘Was it that the first measurements were 
inaccurate?’ 

“Oh, no; but Mr. Iselin was not present 
when the Valkyrie’s measurement was tak- 
en aloft.’’

Chagrined. 

New Orleans, Septembef 8.—Under the 
caption, ‘‘A Grand Scoop,’ The Daily 
States this morning devotes. three-quarters 
of a column editorially to roasting The 
Times-Democrat and The Pieayune for the 
ridiculous blunder of the Associated Press 
yesterday in reporting the yacht race. 
“The States. yesterday, by reason of 
its superior telegraphic news service, scoop- 
ed and humiliated that well-known concern 
called the Associated Press, managed by 
one Stone, of Chicago, in the state of ILl- 
linois. The occasion of the scoop was the 
great race between the American yacht 
Defender and the English yacht Valkyrie, 
now engaged in a contest for the cup won 
in English waters by the schooner Ameri- 
ca as far back as 1851. 

‘From the time the signal gun was fired, 
and the Valkyrie crossed the starting line 
ahead of the Defender, the Assuviated 
ress, lacking the facilities to keep 
track of the two liyers, fooled the public 
and its patrons for a time by issuing tui- 
letins suying that .ne Vaikyrie was if the 
lead ot the Defenuer, and our esteemed 
contemporegies, The Fkicayune ana ine 
Times-Demucrat, insisted in posting the 
bullemns on their boards until they had 
verified by special dispatches the news sent 
by the United and Southern Associated 
Fress, and bulletined by The Daily States 
that the Defender had won the race, 

“The United and Southern Associated 
Press is the’ service which The States 
relies upon for. all important news matter, 
and The States yesterday was the 
first and only paper to inform the people of 
New Orleans that the Defender had won 
the first of the series of the races for the 
challenge cup, and shortly after the &tart 
had taken the wind and led the Valkyrie. 
In the meantime, statements were every 
minute sent over the wires of the Associat- 
ed Press that the Valkyrie was fat ahead 
As these highly dis- 
appointing bulletins were being given ty 
the public by our ei gy gy oe vbayl 
the telegraphic news to The Stutes was 
corroborated by the special dispatches 
received by the cotton exchange ard pool- 
rooms from reliable correspondents in New

To the United Press, con 
sisting of such papers as The New York 
Herald, Sun, imes, Tribune, Recorder, 
Télegram,: Mail and Exp and others, it 
is impossible, with the mej and facili- 
ties of the Southern Press working in har- 
mony with it, to be scooped in improt- 
ant news like the race, The New York 
Herald alone is famous the world over for 
its gathering and publishing the news in 
advance of other newspapers, no matter 
how much may be-the cost.”’ 

The Times-Democrat this. morning thus 
apologizes for yesterday's flasco: 


“The Times-Democrat OWes, and hereby 


renders, an apology. to the crowd of peo- 
ple who were fooled with the bogus news on 
our blackboard yesterday In reference to 
the international race between the Defender’ 
and the Valkyrie LII for the America’s cup. 

‘“Vexed and chagrined, however, at being 
made the medium of incorrect news, we 
need hardly assure our readers that it was 
not through:any fault of ours that we fur- 
nished such misleading information. It was 
the fault, pure and simple, of the Associat- 
ed Press which mistook the. one boat for 
the other and deluded millions of people 
with false news. For such a grievous inis- 
take there is only the excuse that no hu- 
man system is perfect. But this is an ex- 
cuse that would better not be made.”’ 

“The Picayune had nothing to say this 
morning by way of an apology for its bul- 
letins yesterday. No language could ex- 
press its profound humiliation and deep dis- 
gust for the way the Associated Press de- 
luded it, and the crowds who stood around

New York, September 8.—The Sun, com- 
menting on the yacht race report of the 
Western Association styling itself the As- 
sociated Fress, says: 

“The crowd that had been getting its 
feet wide wet watching a piece of green 
canvas and two boards cut’in the shape 
of yachts in front of the world office, still 
lingered in doubt at- 5:46 o’clock last even- 
ing. The Evening Sun had said two hours 
earlier that the stake boat had been round- 
ed, according to unofficial time, by the 
Defender at 4:40:00; and by the Valkyrie 
at 3:43:00. This time was taken by an 
Evening Sun reporter who was near the 
stake boat. The paper that Was published 
behind the little wooden ships brought 
more gloom to the wet feet brigade when 


it came out at 5:30 with this red-hot news: . 


‘* ‘Outer mark (unofficial) Valkyrie 2:55:00; 
Defender 3:00:00.’ 

“From the official time given out last 
night something must have been wrong 
with the so-called Associated Press dis- 
patch, the little wooden ships and the pa- 
per that was printed behind them. Nearly 
a half hour after The Sun had received the 
result of the race, The World learned that 
it might cheer up. The Valkyrie had not 
won. The Defender was the victor. It was 
difficult to show this by the little wooden 
ships. Sailing yachts are not equipped 
for our cup races with auxiliary screws 
that will permit them to baek water when 
necessary. The so-called Associated Press 
has another and well-tried method of back- 
ing water. It has used it frequently but it 
was still in good order last night. It pulled 
the wire and to the surprise of the wet 
feet brigade the little wooden Valkyrie, 
with her nose almost across the home- 
plate, was rudely yanked back two yards 
across the painted canvas. This motion 
Was a surprise to the yachting sharps in 
the wet feet brigade. There was nothing 
‘stale or refrigerated’ about that motion. 
It was hot stuff and it was new. While 
the crowd watched it and wondered if the 
Valkyrie had turned tail and run just ag 
she was about to win, another wire of the 
so-called Associate Press was pulled and 
the little wooden ship that represented 
the Defender was yanked forward with a 
spasmodic jerk that landed her safe across 
the line a winner. , : 

“The predicament that the So-called As- 
sociated Press dispatches Rad led them into 
and mace the two spasmodic yanks nec- 
essary was the result of a fake. 

“The papers taking the gervice of the 
United Press received seeyvrate accounts 
of what the yachts were aa g and they re- 
ceived them just as promptiy as the news 
could be flashed over ah-wires,’”’ 

It Was Unpatriotic. 

Augusta, Ga., September 8.—The Chroni- 
cle will say editorially tomorrow: 

“The report of the first race between 
the Defender and Valkyrie III, by the CLi- 
cago Assceiated Press, was a pathetic per- 
formance. It was not only erroneous, but 
was unpatriotic. It seems to us that if we 
were going to make a report from an im- 
aginary standpoint, we would at least have 
been patriotic enough to make the Defencer 
win. When a man is reporting a race 
without seeing it there is no reason why 
he snould not make it go the way he wants 
it. As there is not the slightest room for 
doubt that the Defender turned the stake 
boat first and led from there all the way 
home, winning easily, these facts should 
have been apparent to any one in a position 
to see. As the Chicago Associated Press 
reported the Valkyrie ahead the inference 
would seem to be fair that the representa- 
tive of the Associated PresS was not in a 
position to see. The United Press gave full 
and accurate reports of every part of the 
race and in the language of the prize ring, 
made a monkey of its rival.’’ 


WARNED BY INDIANS. 


The Sioux Order an Agent To Leave 
the Reservation. 
Chamberlain, S. D., September 6.—The 
Sioux at Rosebery agency under the lea:'- 
ership of Hollow Horn Bear, a powerful 
and influential chief, have warned Indian 
Agent Wright and his employes to vacate 
the agency within twenty-four hours. They 
threaten to burn the agency buildings. A 
determination on the part of the agency 
to reduce rates paid Indians for hauling 
freigh from Valentine, Neb., to the agency 
from 50 to 25 cents a hundred is the cause. 
The Indians took mortal offense, and run- 
ners sent to distant camps brought to the 
agency about 3,000 f@1 gry and excited In- 
diins. Their wrath was partly appeased 
by a promise to pay 35 cents per hundred. 
Crow Dog, the slayer of Spotted Tail, has 
been lodged in the agency jail for the part 

he took in the nresent difficulty. 

Fort Niobrara is the nearest military 
post, but the troops are absent on the 
regular summer field exercises. [nforma- 
tion from Valentine states that settlers 
adjacent to the reservation are becoming 
uneasy at the attitude of the Indians.

'GERMAN © SOCIALISTS 


Deny That Their Refusing To Celebrate 
sedan Day 


SHOWS A LACK OF PATRIOTISM 


Say It Would Be Impolite To Irritate 
the French. 


HOW EMPEROR WILLIAM AMUSES HIMSELF 


Has Batteries Keeping Up Continuous 
Fire Upon an Imaginary Enemy. 
Other Foreign News. 


Berlin, September 8-—The government's 
prosecution of the Vorwaerts, the leading 
socialist organ of Berlin, has had a reac- 
tionary effect. The arrest of Editor Pfund, 
followed by the clamor of journals popu- 
larly supposed to be inspired by the gov- 
ernment for special repressive legislation. 
has elicited from several socialist leaders 
not only protests against governmental in- 
terference with the liberty of the press, 
but a flat denial of the official assumption 
that the socialist party ought to be accused 
of having failed in patriotism. The Vor- 
waerts, in an article replying to the’ char- 
acterization by the emperor that the so- 
cialist party were a band of persons who 
were unwilling to bear the name of Ger- 
mans, declares that the best patriots in 
Germany are those who are aiming to 
give to all Germans the -fullest measure 
of political liberty, genuine equality and a 
sure prosperity of destroying the existing 
system of exploitation of workingmen. The 
Vorwaerts refrains from making any de- 
fense of its supposed hostility and also of 
the presumed hostility of the socialist 
party to the celebration of Sedan day. 

This, of course, is to be expected from 
a newspaper which has been put under the 
ban of imperial displeasure, but the ut- 
terances of the Vorwaerts are upheld by 
speeches delivered by Herren Auer and 
Vollmer, who voice sentiments of a 
large section of the socialist party. The 
speeches of these gentlemen have had 
the effect of greatly lessen the popular 
odium attaching to the supposed socialist 
faith and have also contained the aliena- 
tion of a great many lukewarm socialists 
from the tenets of the sect. 

Herr Auer in a speech delivered at a 
reunion of socialists in Berlin yesterday 
defended the action of the party in re- 
fraining from participation in the celebra- 
tions commemorative of Sedan day. He 
takes the ground that it would be impolitic 
to irritate the French democracy. Pursu- 
ing his subject he said that this did not 
imply that the German socialists were ene- 
mies of the principles of the unity of 
the fatherland. nor of the unity of the 
empire. So long as it was necessary to 
, preserve unity, he said, all socialists were 
ready now, as they were in 1870,.to%mrarch 
against France or any other nation pre- 
suming to assail the empire. Moreover, 
they were ready and willing to fight in 
defense of or for thé retention of the 
reichsland. These utterances were re- 
ceived by the meeting with prolonged 
cheers. 

Herr Vollmer, in a letter written to a 
friend, in regard to the abstention of 
socialists frofm the celebrations of Sedan, 
Says: 

‘‘Like all Bavarian veterans of the war 
of 1870 I hoisted the flag of the empire 
upon my villa on the Walchenze and I-am 
grateful to be able to still recall the vic- 
tories of Germany during that period. The 
truth is, that though some extremists have 
succeeded in divesting themselves of 
national feelings of patriotism, the mass 
of the socialists throughout the empire re- 
tain the sentiments which have been ex- 
pressed so ably by Herr Auer.” 

An American’s Opinion. 

A distinguished American sojouring in 
Berlin, who has been an unbiased observer 
of the series of celebrations and knowing 
the German people intimately, said: 

‘Some of the socialist press gang mis- 
represent the national sentiments of the 
workingman, a few of them, perhaps, un- 
wittingly, but most of them willfully. Still 
the military. sentiment, in a patriotic 
sense, continues to pervade them. No 
matter how many socialists may be elect- 


} ed to the reichstag there is no fear what- 


ever that their patriotism will be lessened 
or that a revolution similar to that which 
oecurred in France will ever occur.” 

The sacialist committee of Berlin, which 
sent a telegram to the Paris socialists on 
Sedan day, proclaiming the solidarity of 
nations, has not, says the Vossische Zei- 
tung, found sympathy even among their 
own political friends. The Cologne Gazette 
in an article on the same subject reiter- 
ates assertions of last week that no ex- 
ceptional laws are contemplated by the 
government, the democratic press to the 
contrary nothwithstanding. The Gazette 
contends that the emperor’s speech to the 
guards on the occasion of the banquet in 
the white hall of the palace on the even- 
ing of Sedan day cannot be so interpreted. 
Pursuing the subject The Gazette declares 
that if the kaiser had desired the passage 
of such laws he would have said so cleariy 
and distinctly. Moreover he would have 
appealed not to the people, but directly to 
the legislature. 

The generous tone adopted by most of 
the German news}.pers in their articies 
commenting upon the anniversary of the 
third republic of France ought to have 
helped to compensate the French for the 
irritation which they experienced through 
the ebullitions of the Germans in their com- 
memoration of the battle of Sedan. The 
Vossiche Zeitung says that although 
founded in the hour of France’s greatest 
trial, the present republic has saved the 
national honor and preserved the existence 
of France against the blots of the reac- 
tionists. It has also advanced the ecorom- 
ic and military strength of France until 
she has become a richer and’a stronger 
power than she has been at any time since 
the first empire. Many other German pa- 
pers have treated this subject in a similar 
manner. 

A strong force of Berlin detectives has 
been sent to Stettin to assist the police 
of that town in preserving order and pro- 
tecting life and property during the mill- 
tury maneuvers which take place there 
this week. Additional to many other pre- 
cautions, an edict has been issued order- 
ing »that any person arriving in Stettin 
between September 6th and September 13th 
shall report himself to the police within

Reach- 
ing the mouth of the Oder, the emperor 
ordered the boat to be sent ahead at full 
speed. The orders was obeyed immediately 
and resulted in forcing the water of the 
river over the banks, which were lined 
with people cheering the progress of the 
emperor. The people were so massed that 
they were unable to’ get away from the 
waves which swept the banks and they 
were conséquenitly thoroughly drenched, 
but perfectly good-natured. The kaiser 
was highly amused at seeing fhe waves 
roll through the crowd, many of whom 
were bowled down by the force of the 
water. 

Chancellor Hohenlohe’s Return. 
Chancellor von Hohenlohe will returyg to 
Berlin on September 15th. He is accom- 
panied on his visit to St. Petersburg by his 
son Maurice. At the foreign office it is 
understood that the chancellor has been 
charged by the kaiser with a commission 
to formally invite the czar to visit Berlina 
in the spring of 1896. — 

Prince Bismarck has accepted the presi- 
dency of the Stettin Kreiger Verein (war 
society). The emperor sent an invitation 
tc Prince Bismarck to attend the banquet 
which will. take place on September 9th 
as the. representative of the province of 
Pomerania. The ex-chancellor declined 
the invitation, pleading his infirmities and 
advanced age as reasons for his non-ac- 
ceptance. 

The Teachers’ Union of Stettin serenaded 
the empress in the great yard of the castle 
last evening. The empress told the con- 
ductor of the band how gratified she wags 
at the attention paid to the bands accom- 
panying the troops. , 

The emperor and empress attended di- 
vine service this morning. The colors of 
the regiment assembled, decorated with 
garlands of oak leaves, were grouped 
around the kaiser's pavilion, where an altar 
had been ercted. The second army corps 
formed a square around the pavilion with 
an opening toward the gate leading from 
the street. The imperial party drove 
through this gate and up the avenue at 
10:15 o’clock. The kaiser called out “‘Good 
morning’’ to each brigade as he passed, 
the men replying “Good morning.” 

To a group of officers and foreign at- 
taches, the emperor said: “‘Gocd morning, 
comrades,’ and the persons addressed re- 
turned -the greeting. Captain Evans and 
other representatives of the German-Amer- 
ican veterans sang a hymn witnout mu- 
sical accompaniment. Chaplain Kramm 
preached a sermon which the kaiser had 
ordered not to exceed twenty minutes in du- 
ration. The sermon was followed by prayer 
and the hymns and roll of drums finished 
the service. The emperor stood erect 
throughout the service. At noon troops 
marched past the emperor and later his 
majesty entertained the officers and for- 
eign attaches at luncheon in. the military 
casino. The heat throughout the day was 
intense. 

Bismarck Declined. 

Stettin, September 8—The empress left 
this city at 12:0§ o'clock today. Emperor 
William invited Prince Bismarck to at- 
tend a banqutt that is to te given at the 
castle tomorrow. The invitation was ex- 
tended:to the old ex-chancellor in his ca- 
pacity as a Pomeranian landlord. The 
rrince begged that he be excused Lecause 
‘of his age from attending. ‘The emperor 
subsequently remarked to his entourage 
that he regretted that he would not, see 
the prince, adding that he was the proto- 
type of the real Pomeranian. 

Yesterday a woman tried to, henaG a pe- 
tition to the emperor, whereupon the police 
seized her. The emperor saw the arrest 
and called to the woman to give the letter 
to one of the aides-de-camp. The woman 
was then released. His majesty has dis- 
pieved remarkable spirits during his visit 
here. Several times he has addressed, in 
a most cordial manner, Captain Ih. hk. 
Evans, the military attache of the Ameri- 
can embassy, who is here to witness the 
maneuvers.

At 3 o'clock this afterncon 
Directcr General John H. Milliken, who 
had been wrestling for hours with the final 
reports of committees innumerable, gave 
a sigh of relief and congratulated the 
crowd of prominent citizens that had as- 
sembled at headquarters upon the fact 
that the last detail had been completed. 

The cherished plan of having the veterans 
of the blue and the gray meet for once in 
good fellowship on southern soil and to- 
gether eat of the fruits of peace and good 
will that have ripened through three de- 
cades that have passed since the stirring 
days of the sixties is on the eve of realiza- 
tion. Gorgeously has Louisville arrayed 
herself for the occasion. Never since the 
war in a southern city—if in one of the 
north—ahve the stars and stripes been more 
in evidence on a festive occasion. 

For streamers and festooning the favor- 
ite combination of bunting is blue and 
gray, a combination never before seen at 
an encampment, and a mute suggestion 
that those that are left of victors and 
vanquished meet at last in fraternal em- 
brace on neutral grounds.

BUSINESS OF THE DISPENSARY. 


Commissioner Mixson for the Second 
Quarter. 
Colt mbia, S. C., September &.—(Special.) - 
Th+ second quarterly statement of Com- 
ntiissioner Mixson’s administration of the 
State dispensary was published yesterday 
morning. It shows that the net profit for 
the past quarter to have been $31,066.65. The 
net accrued profit from the beginning of 
operaticns to July 31st is $159,933.35. 
The total cash on hand at the close of 
the quarter was $80,452.92. Of this $50,0U0 
has been returned to the state, as that 
amount was appropriated to start the con- 
cern in business and was to be returned 
whenever it was earned. The dispensary 
at that time owned about $29,000, so after 
returning the $50,000 to the state and pay- 
ing all indebtedness the dispensary then 
had on hand about $10,000 in cash, $29,000 
(cost price) worth of liquors in the local 
dispensaries, $65,500 worth of liquors in the 
wholesale dispensary, machinery, fixtures, 
etc., valued at about $15,000, besides having 
paid its insurance and license fecs a year 
in advance. In other words, the dispen- 
sary at that time was ubout $190,000 ahead 
of the world, 
The force of Commissioner Mixon’s asscr- 
tioa that if the people would only obey the 
law so as to allow him to discharge the 
constables, the profits would be increased 
considerably is seen when it is stated that 
the cost of maintaining the constabulary 
for the past three months was $11,539. To 
offeet this, only $592.49 worth of contraband 
liquors were seized during the quarter. 
From the report it is seen that the dis- 
pensary dealt out to the people of the state 
$210,642.23 worth of liquors during the quart- 
er. A prohibitionist rises to ask how much 
of this was needed, and what percentage 
of that money could have remained in the 
pockets of the people to their physical and 
spiritual welfare.

sheir Contracts. 


TO ASK ONLY FIVE CENT FARES 


Speculation as to the Amounts the 
Railroad Will Offer Families of 
Victims in the Late Wreck. 


Macon, Ga., September 8.—(Special.)— 
within the past few days there have been 
evidences that Macon might get into a 
street railroad imbroglio over charges for 
transfers similar to that Atlanta has been 
experiencing. 

The anticipated .trouble arose in the 
granting of a right of way to the Macon 
and Indian Spring Electrical Railway to 
Central City park, and the city officials 
have expressed their determination to pro- 
hibit the road charging for transfers to the 
park, especially during the races. The Con- 
solidated, for the past year or so, has 
charged 10 cents to take passengers to the 
park fyom certain parts of town, and some 
of the aldermen have said recently that 
they would see to it that nothing must be 
charged for Seu especially during 
the races. 

Thanks to Daisy Price, when he was 
mayor, he required it to be stipulated in 
the contracts of both the Consolidated and 
the Macon and Indian Spring roads that 
the lines shall not charge more than 0 
cents from one part of the city to another. 
Mayor Price was looking after the welfare 
of themcity when he made the contracts, 
and neither roads can charge for transfers 
if the contract is enforced. The Consolidat- 
ed will have to transfer East Macon pas- 
sengers to the Vineville line, as well as the 
belt line, if they but insist on an enforce- 
ment of the contract, and neither road can 
charge for transfers to the park. The Ma- 
con and Indian Spring line has never 
charged for transfers, and will not attempt 
to when its line is extended to Central 
City park. 

The Vatte of Lives. 

There were three persons killed in the 
wreck of the Knights of Pythias train on 
the Southern railway near Macon, about 
two week ago, towit: Mr. James A. Ken- 
nedy, Mrs. C. W. Hancock and Mr.-Frank 
Herrington. There has been much specula- 
tion on the part of the public as to the 
probable amount the Southern would of- 
fer relatives of the deceased in settle- 
ment of claims for damages. Mr. Kenne- 
dy was about thirty-six years old when 
he died. His expectancy of life, based 
on the mortality table usually used in law- 
suits against railroads, would be about 
thirty-one years. His wife is dead and only 
one child survives him, a boy about four- 
teen years old. It is thought that the road 
will offer $5,000 cash in settlement of the 
death of Kennedy. This money, if invest- 
ed for young Kennedy until he becomes of 
age, would amount to a snug sum. The 
road would hardly offer less than this. 

In the case of Mrs. Hancock the mor- 
tality table will also, doubtless, be applied. 
This lady was seventy years old when she 
was killed. Under the law her husband 
will be entitled to recover, but as in the 
case of Mr. Kennedy, the Southern will 
try to effect a settlement outside of the 
courts. 

Under the law it may be doubtful if Mr.

damages. He left no wife or children, and 


-his perents are dead. Several sisters and 
'brothers survive him but the law 


does 
not name brothers and sisters as relatives 
who may. recover. It is true, however, that 
the sisters of the deceased were in a meas- 
ure dependent upon him, and if a test 
case is made in the courts some new law 
or decision might be made or rendered on 
the subject. It is very probable that the 


Southern will not seek to avail itself of 


an apparent advantage in this case, but 
will make some liberal tender to the rela- 
tives of the deceased. 

Up to date the Southern has settled 
nearly seventy claims for damages of per- 
s0ns injured in the wreck. So far the road 
has acted in a liberal and conservative 
spirit. 

The Report Examined. 

Yesterday afternoon Messrs. C. B. Wil- 
lingham, William Lee Ellis and Sam Alt- 
mayer, the sub-committee appointed from 
the sewer advisory committee for the pur- 


* pose, made a thorough and complete ex- 


amination of the report of the city treas- 
urer, Mr. Tinsley, as to the receipts and 
disbursements of the sewer fund. The re- 
port was found to be correct and satis- 
factory to the sub-committee and they 
will so report to the general committee. 
The examination of the report was to as- 
certain exactly how much money has been 
paid to the sewer contractors, and what 
amounts have been expended on the city’s 
engineering corps, etc., and if any of the 
sewer fund has been expended on streets 
or other public improvements not properly 
chargeable to the sewer fund. No improper 
charges were found. Nearly $95,000 has 
been spent on the sewers. Of this amount 
about $75,000 has-been paid direct to the 
sewer contractors, less 25 per cent reserved 
for the faithful performance of the con- 
tract. The contractors agreed to build 
the sewers for $100,000. They have six 
miles more to build and a balance to their 
credit of $25,000 with which to do it. The 
contractors will probably put in a bill for 
extras of from $10,000 to $20,000. The city, 
perhaps, will allow abdut $10,000 for extras. 
It is not known what the sewers will cost 
the contractors, but if they should not 
be able to complete the system within the 
contract price, they will doubtless not lose 
anything for they will do the bulk of the 
house connections by private contract, and 
this will amount to more than the contract 
with the city for the main system. 
What Will Hoke Do? 

Secretary of the Interior Hoke Smith will

Mr. Smith left for 
Atlanta yesterday afternoon before the 
day’s hearing was concluded under the 
idea that adjournment would be had until 
next Thursday, by which time he would 
have finished his public appointments for 
Speeches and could return to Macon to at- 
tend the hearing. As Mr. Smith is lead- 
ing counsel for the defense he will natural- 
ly wish to be here Wednesday. Sparks’s 
attorneys objected to postponement to 
Thursday. Mr. Sparks’s side has closed 
testimony. The first witness for the de- 
fense on Wednesday will be Major J. F. 
Hanson. The testimony of Cashier J. W. 
Cabaniss, of the Exchange bank, in be- 
half of Mr. Sparks yesterday was very 
fine?

TURNED THE TABLES 


A Rough Experience in the Sand 
Mountain Region. 


And Escape After Getting Their Cap- 
tives in Their Power and 
Robbing Them. 


Rome, Ga., September 8.—(Special.)— 
News reached Rome today of a thrilling 
experience of parties in pursuit of four es- 
caped prisoners in the Sand mountain coun- 
try and in Alabama. 

As the story goes one night last week 
four prisoners escaped from Guntersville 
jail. They were Bill Bell, changed with the 
murder of Constable Childers; John Stan- 
ford, the slayer of Wes Mitchell, and two 
others charged with burglary. 

So soon as the authorities learned of the 
escape they organized a posse and set out 
in hot pursuit. The trail led toward the 
inaccessible fortresses of Sand mountain, 
and a part of the posse soon gave up the 
hunt and went back to their homes. 

Cornered in the Dungeon. 

Some of the others kept on‘and came up 
with a couple of prospectors who were 
rambling about the mountains and told 
them of the escape. The prospectors were 
from East Tennessee and their names were 
Hawkins and Bazemore.

Shortly after parting company with the 
man hunters the prospectors wandered 
down into a deep and secluded valley 
known as the Dungeon, because of its in- 
accessible cliffs and gloomy interior. There 
is but one narrow entrance to it through 
the mountains, and while theading that 
narrow gorge the prospectors suddenly 
came upon two men who answered the 
description of Bell and Stanford. They 
were lying asleep in the shadow of: the 
rocks and showed fight when aroused by 
Hawkins and Bazemore. 

A Reward in Sight. 

Seeing they were overpowered, however. 
they made a pretense of submission and 
the prospectors started them back toward 
the railroad, which they hoped to strike 
about the little station of Carlyle. 

They had nothing to tie their prisoners 
with but Hawkins had a pistol and Bazée- 
more armed himself with a stout club and 
away they went through the thickets and 
over the rocks. 

They had been informed that a reward of 
$25 each would be paid for the return of the 
fugitives, and that was an incentive sufil- 
cient to cause them to attempt to carry 
them back to their old. quarters in Gun- 
tersville jail. 

Turning the Tables. 

Suddenly, in rounding a point of the 
cliffs, the prisoner in front, by a quick 
movement, grabbed up a rock and hurled it 
at. Hawkins, striking him on the arm and 
knocking the pistol from his hand. He 
made a spring for the pistol at the same 
time Stanford pounced onto Bazemore, and 
a desperate struggle ensued. Finally Bell 
secured the pistol and commanded Hawkins 
to hold up his hands, at: the same time 
Stanford wrenched the club from the hands 
of Bazemore, and the would-be captors 
were made captive. The desperadoes then 
commanded the crest fallen prospectors to 
retrace their steps to the Dungeon, where 
they relieved them of their spare cash and 


as best they could after nightfall. 

The prospectors lost their way and it 
was late during the next day when they 
found their way to a little way station on 
the Alabama Great Southern railroad and 
succeeded in getting transportation to a 
point where they could secure enough mon- 
ed to get back to their homes. 

The escaped prisoners, so far as .the 
informant of The Constitution’s correspon- 
dent could learn, are still at large some- 
where in the Sand mountain region unless 
they have gone west. 

A Desperate Fight. 

Last night the wife of a negro named 
Bob Cothran entered a store of Holmes & 
Co., and was buying groceries when her 
husband came in and told her to leave; 
that the place was not fit to be at. He 
cursed the proprietors and clerks in the 
vilest manner. Cowart Holmes asked what 
he said, and the negro replied insultingly. 
Holmes then knocked him down and was 
beating him when another negro, Henry 
Griffin, ran up with a stick under his arm, 
caught Holmes and a struggle ensued. 
Holmes finally jerked loose, wrenched the 
stick from the negro and stryck him a 
blow on the head splitting the Acin open to 
the bone and laying him out. A crowd 
gathered and trouble was threatened, but 
the police dispersed the crowd. Henry 
Griffin was badly hurt and Cothran was 
well pummeled, but Holmes escaped i:- 
jury.

Exhibit for the Exposition.

Four cases of 
woods are sent, these being magnificent 
and novel. A section of the tree is shown 
both plain and polished. and above this a 
great photograph of the particular tree 
and above this another photograph show- 
ing the forest surrounding this tree. This 
exhibit illustrates North Carolina’s typi- 
cal economic trees. There are scores of 
smaller photographs of trees. The mona- 
zite industry will be specially illustrated 
The building stones and minerals make 
up a superb exhibit of a most practical 
character throughout. Professor Holmes 
will ship two or more car loads from 
Greensboro. All this exhibit is made at 
no cost to the state or the agricultural de- 
partment.

General Passenger Agent Morse Talks of 
New Schedules. 


AN IMPROVED TRAIN SERVICE 


The Louisville and Nashville Is Caus- 
ing Some Delay in the Deal. 
Other News of the Road. 


There seems to be some hitch in the plans 
of the railroads interested in shaping the 
schedules for a double daily passenger train 
service between the northeast and the 
southwest by the way of Atlanta and New 
Orleans. 

The trouble seems to lie at*the door of 
the Louisville and Nashville, and it is be- 
lieved that this road is delaying very seri- 
ously the movement looking to improved 
service between these two sections. 

With the exception of the Louisville and 
Nashville all the roads have agreed to 
the proposed figures for the new sched- 
ules and all that is delaying the adoption 
of them is the sudden turn of this road in 
refusing to agree. 

But it is believed that the Louisville and 
Nashville will come squarely up to the 
demands of the situation and agree in time 
to all the improvements that the other 
roads have planned. 

The roads involved are the Southern, 
the Atlanta and West Point, the Louisville 
and Nashville and the-Southern Pacific. 

The Southern and the Southern Pacific 
are working to get a splendid service 
through between the northeastern cities 
and the southwestern country, and will 
run through schedules on quick time all 
the way from New York to San Francisco. 

General Passenger Agent 8. F. B. Morse, 
of the Southern Pacific, who has been in 
the city recently trying to definitely ‘close 
the treaty with the other roads for the 
new schedules, talks interestingly about 
the passenger traffic situation at the south 
at present. 

“The Southern Pacific,’’ said he, “is de- 
termined to build up the southern line to 
the Pacific from New York and make it 
more desirable than the routes by way of 
Chicago and St. Louis. This ought to be 
an easy task. If the other roads will co- 
operate in the task it will soon be accom- 
plished. 

“The Southern railway has come to the 
front with admirable enterprise and is 
willing to meet all the new schedules we 
wish to establish for the benefit of the 
line through the south from New York to 
the far west. The Southern Pacific and 
the Southern railway and the Atlanta and 
West Point have all agreed to the new 
schedules and they will be of great ad- 
vantage to the people of the south ff they 
are finally adopted. I think the Louisville 
and Nashville will join fn the work and 
do its full part to make the movement a 
success. The Louisville and Nashville peo- 
ple, perhaps, are afraid that by building up 
this line through Atlanta.it wilf detract 
from its Cincinnati line, but when they 
recall that 87 per cent of their business into 
and out of New Orleans last year was 
over the Atlanta line- with only 13 per 
cent over the Cincinnati line, it strikes me 
they will want to do all they can to build 
up the Atlanta line. I am sure that Gen- 
eral Passenger Agent Atmore will @0 what 
is right in the matter, and I believe we

“There is no reason why we shouldn’t 
bring these people through the south. 
Every passenger we can get down here does 
the country that much good, bringing it 
into recognition as the most desirable re- 
gion for homeseekers in the country.

“We must lose no time in developing 
this line through the south bY way of 
Washington, Atlanta and New Orleans to 
San Francisco. The Southern Pacific is 
going to put on its train, ‘The Sunset Lim- 
ited,’ again very soon, and will run it this 
year on better schedules than ever before. 
It will be made one of the best trains in 
the world with every appointment common 
to the latest and most improved passenger 
service known to the railroad business. 

“All that remains to be settmwd is to get 
the Louisville and Nashville to quicken its 
schedule fram Montgomery to New Or- 
leans, leaving Montgomery at 11 o’clock a. 
m. and arriving in New Orleans at 8:10 
o’clock p. m., instead of 10 o’clock p. m. 
as it now arrives in New Orleans. By get- 
ting the train into New Orleans at 8:10 
o’clock in the early night the Southern 
Pacific can take up the connection for all 
that vast mileage of the system leading 
out to San Francisco.

Nisbet was in active business here with 
seemingly a long life before him.

WOMEN AND WHEELS}! 
Dr. Hawthorne Again Has a Word to Say 


Against Feminine Cyclists. 
THE OPINION OF DR. WINSLOW 


‘“Week-Kneed Preachers Will Want To 
Retract Some Things,” Says 
Dr. Hawthorne. 


It has been some time since Dr. Haw- 
thorne had a werd to say against the riding 
of wheels by women. But in the mean- 
time he. has not been idle. The fire of his 
argument has. simply been smoldering, 
while the doctor has been casting about 
for fuel. 

Not only has Dr. Hawthorne been study- 
ing the question from the standpoint of 


.physieal results, but he has been accumu- 


lating the opinions of world-renowned phys- 


icians. 
At the icemaitaiiaat: congress, which has 


just adjourned, there, were a large number 
of famous’ physicians in attendance. 
Among the number was Dr. Forbes Wins- 
low, the famous London alienist. Dr. 
Winslow expresses himself very strongly 
against cycling by women. Dr. Hawthorne 
has clipped Dr. Winslow’s opinion, and in 
réquesting its publication has this to say 


for himself: 4h 

“The bicycle companies have sought to 
make the impression on the country that 
my only purpose in calling attention to 
the evil effects of bicycle riding by women 
was to produce a sensation and advertise 


myself. 

“I desire The Constitution to print the 
testimony of Dr. Forbes Winslow, of Lon- 
don, given at medico-legal congress 
recently held ew York city. If the 
good ladies w e riding the wheel will 


read carefully®the testimony of this spe- 
cialist of world-wide distinction, I am per- 
suaded that they will reach the conclusion 
that my interest in this matter is a purely 


benevolent one. 
“When the whole truth is brought to 
light in regard to this question there are 
some bicycle agents, newspapers and weak- 
kneed preachers who will want to retract 

some things that they have said.”’ 

Dr. Winslow’s Opinions. 
The following is what Dr. Winslow said, 
according to an article in The New York 


World: 

“My disapproval of women using the 
bicycle is most positive. No woman should 
ever be allowed to exercise in that manner. 
It is dangerous to health and it is injuri- 
ous to morals. 

“The physical nature of woman is such 
that bicycle riding cannot be productive 
of aught but trouble. 

“While I base my denunciation of the 
exercise on the demonstrations I have seen 
of its effects, I even more strongly con- 
demn its use for the sake of future genera- 
tions. I am fearful for the next generation 
if this bicycle craze keeps on, for it is then, 
and only then, that the full effects of the 
evli will be absolutely demonstrated to the 
public. Let uS take only the medical as- 
pect of the facts. From this point of view 
there is every reason to be fearful of the 
results of wheeling. Horseback riding pro- 
duces in women substantially the same dis- 
astrous results and temptations as does the 
bicycle, but not to so marked a degree. 
Abnormal conditions must be expected to 
exist when the causes for their develop- 
ment are so universally used. Both ex- 
ercises are too violent for the physical con- 
struction of women, and produce such econ- 
ditions as lead to abnormal appetites and 
desires. If these facts are brought so of- 
ten to public attention now, how much 
more attention will they demand in the 
next generation! 

*“‘Moral perversion is alarmingly on the 
increase. No one who practices medicine 
or is conversant with the criminal records 
can dispute that fact. I have no hesita- 
tion in condemning for women all those 
amusements or occupations which tend to 
take them from the nursery. That is 
where woman properly belongs, and any 
effort on her part to avoid that position, or 
participation in pastimes that are of a 
nature to unfit her for that sphere, are 
such as must lead to perversion. 

“I am in favor of women taking exercise 
sufficient for both the mind and body, so 
that the healthful mind may be in the 
sound body; but I favor no exercise for 
women or for men which creates an ab- 
normal amount of excitement which they 
are not able to bear.”’

The reason The Londen Times does 
not want hfgher prices is because the 
class it represents have nothing to sell, 
but everything to buy. The reason that 
the producers of this country want high- 
er prices is because they have only the 
products of their labor with which to 
buy debt-paying and tax-paying dollars. 
|The more of this produce they have to 
give for these dollars the worse off they 
are and the worse off the people with 
whom they do business. ie 

For the fewer dollars thé producers 
get for their cotton and wheat, the fewer 
dollars they will have with which to 
trade with the merchants; and the fewer 
dollars the retail merchants get from 
the producers the fewer they will in- 
vest with the wholesale dealers, the 
fewer the wholesale dealers will invest 
with the manufacturers, and the fewer 
the manufacturers will invest in the 
employment of laborers. 

And so it goes, moving in a circle. 

The single gold standard, with its low 
prices, helps nobody but the money lend- 
ers and bondholders. Producing noth- 
ing, and dealing in nothing but money, 
these classes want prices to be as low 
as possible; for the lower prices go the 
more valuable becomes the article in 
which they deal—money. As we have 
stated before, the whole gist of the 
money question lies in this—whether 
the producer shall get more dollars for 
his cotton, his wheat and other con- 
} modities, or whether the dealer in dol- 
lars shall get more cotton, wheat and 
other commodities for his dollars. 
- Moreover, the contingency presented by 
Harper’s Weekly is quite as interest- 
ing and as emphatic as any of the rest. 
What has happened in Europe under 
the single gold standard will not only 
happen but really is happening here. 
The sovereigns of Europe have had to 
crawl before the banker who deals in 
money in those countries, and the sov- 
ereign people of the American republic 
will have to crawl before the bankers 
who handle money in this eountry. Al- 
ready we see signs of it. The people's. 
treasury has been declared bankrupt 
under the single gold standard and has 
been placed in the hands of the rich 
bankers of the world, who are acting 
as receivers; and in many quarters we 
see politicians and newspapers indors- 
ing this scheme as the best that could 
have been put in operation. 

If the common people of the country 
do not get together they are undone. 

Publicity and Crime. 

Dr. Forbes Winslow, in his recent 
address before the Medico-Legal con- 
gress attributed our present epidemic 
of suicide chiefly to the great publicity 
given by the press to details of crime 


| and trials, and “the insufficient power 


of the legislature to suppress such pub- 
licity.” 

The doctor furnishes no sgatistics to 
show that there are more suicides in 
the countries where the press reports 
are the most sensational. On the con- 
trary, statistics show that suicide is 
more prevalent in several European 
countries, where the press publishes 
very little criminal news, than in this 
country. The suicide rate is higher in 
France, Prussia, Baden, Austria, Bava- 
ria and Belgium than it is here, and yet 
all those countries give less publicity 
than we do to crimes and criminal trials. 
The New York Herald has the follow- 
ing comments in regard to the doctor’s 


statement: 

Dr. Winslow thinks that the extent to 
which such publicity is ¢arried in this coun- 
try has a deleterious effct on weak-minded 
persons and should be checked by legis- 
lative power. There are, of course, papers 
here and there which print without stint 
or scruple far-fetched criminal details sim- 
ply to satisfy a morbid taste or create a 
cheap sensation, and whose publication is 
a discredit to reputable journalism. There 
are also papers which go to the other ex- 
treme and carefully exclude from their col- 
umns about all the public cares to know, 
but for that reason their readers are few. 
But the judicious publication of the legiti- 
mate criminal news of the day, giving 
all necessary particulars of crimes com- 
mitted and important criminal cases tried, 
is an enterprise imposed upon a great news- 
paper by the reading public, as much as the 
reporting of political events, state and 
international affairs, commercial matters, 
sporting events, and so on. A widely cir- 
culated journal which would fail to report 
fully and promptly all the news of the day, 
criminal as well as non-criminal, would fail 
to give its host of readers what they want, 
what they take the paper for, and what 
they have a right to expect. 

To give proper publicity to crime is not 
only a legitimate journalistic function. but 
a public duty. Crime is not a private mat- 
ter. lt is not merely an offense of an in- 
dividual against an individual. It is an 
offense against socifety, and its exposure, as 
well as its punishment, is a duty to so- 
ciety. So far from having any deleterious 
effect, we believe publicity has a deterrent 
influence, and hence serves a useful public 
end. On the criminally inclined mind fear 
of exposure is fear of punishment. In pub- 
lic affairs nothing is more conducive to 
honesty and purity than the vigilance of a 
free press in watching the doings ef public 
officials and fearlessly exposing corruption 
and wrongdoing. In our courts there can 
be no star chamber tyranny when all pro- 
ceedings are under the eyes of watchful 
reporters. The value of the aid rendered 
the police and prosecuting authorities in 
the solution of mysteries, the detection of 
criminals and the securing of evidence by 


ognized and cannot be overestimated. 
As for the power of the legislature to 
“suppress publicity,” such a power may be 
wielded under a despotism or a government 
censorship, but not in a free country where 
liberty of the press is guaranteed by the 
mgt and journalism knows no cen- 
sorship and is responsible only for abu 
its high prerogative, Sea 
It strikes us that The Herald is right. 
To make crime attractive or to tempt 
people to commit suicide would require 
a good deal more than what Dr. Wins- 
low calls the publicity of such matters. 
Publicity is the best thing. It warns 
and instructs the people and terrorizes 
those who are on the borders of crime. 
Thousands of people resist temptation 
because they dread publicity.

The eminent economist who conducts 
The Wool Reporter objects to a financtal 
plan proposed by one of his correspond- 
ents upon the serious ground “that it 
would throw the money-issuing power into 
the hands of the national government, the 
last place where it should be allowed to 
“eside. There is no more reason why the 
government should supply the people with 
money than that it should supply them 
with shoes.’ It is painful to have to re- 
cord that the distinguished persons who 
framed the constitution of the United 
States diftered from fhe philosopher of 
The Wool Reporter. They specifically gave 
t» congress the sole right “‘to coin money 
and to regulate the value thereof,” and 
they specifically denied to the state guv- 
ernment (anc by implication to individ- 
uais) the right to “emit bills of credit,” 
that is to say, bank notes. The power 
thus conferred solely upon congress it 
has excrcised by the issue of greenhacks 
and by strict supervision over the issue of 
national bank notes. The wisdom of such 
control has appeared in the superiority 
of this money to any currency heretofore 
emitted in thig country, not one note 
holder having ever lost a dollar. Those 
who understand this question know that 
the power f0 issue money is a sovereign 
right, necég¢sarily and inherently belonging 
to the government. The reason for this 
is clear. It is a power which cannot with 
safety be entrusted to any other hands: 
because the ability to contract and ex- 
pand the volume of the currency gives ta 
the possessor of that ability the power 
to affect the value of the property of every 
citizen of the country. When the editor 
referred to compares the issue of cur- 
rency, which regulates all values, to the 
issue of shoes, he betrays the fact of his 
dense ignorance, attributable, no doubt, 
to the too simple and childlike nature of 
his confidence in the absurd teachings of 
the gold standard press.

onght To Have Been Killed, William 
Powell Returns to Atlanta. 


HE DESERTED THE ARMY 


Bis Death Was Reported and His Wife 


Secured a Pension. 


me SON HAS REPUDIATED HIM 


ghe Wife Refuses To Permit Him To 
Come to Her Home—It Is a Story 
That Is Beyond Fiction. 


Thirty-five years ago William Powell, 
then a vigorous young man of thirty odd 
years, enlisted in an artillery company 
that was forming in Atlanta. 

‘Believing him to have been killed in one 
of the last skirmishes of the war, Pow- 
ell’s family mourned him as dead, and for 
three years his widow apparent has been 
drawing a pension from the state on affi- 
@avits made by his comrades. 

On last Wednesday, bending under the 
heavy touch of sixty-eight years, for the 
frst time since the war William Powell 
returned to this city to seek out his long 
deserted wife and children and once more 
take his place at their fireside. 

But it was a journey without avail and 
only served to bring out a story that is 
like fiction and that bears the marks of a 
belated romance of the war. Powell's wife 
refused to receive him, his son turned his 
back on the ex-confederate, and, like wan- 
dering King Lear, it was his youngest 
daughter who has thus far afforded him 
shelter. 

At that age where he is rapidly becoming 
helpless, the old man is hardly less than 
heartbroken at his reception, and will go 
back to the mountaiss of Tennessee—char- 
itable mountains that hide an intolerable 
@sgrace—and there, where his livelihood 
has been scanty, will live with the sting of 
repudiation upon him and the added mis- 


‘ery of the knowledge that the very thing 


he sought to hide has been heralded to his 


comrades. 

In very few words much of Powell’s life 
may be explained—he was a deserter. 
Coldly received by his comrades of the 
war, refused comfort by the wife who was 
his companion in younger manhood, there 
is a strong pathos involved in the picture 
the old man presents. When he deserted his 
company, silently stealing away while oth- 
ers fought in the defense of what they 
then knew to be right, Powell realized that 
he could not go back to his old home in 
Atlanta. The stain was upon him, but if 
he remained away from friends and fam- 
ily, it would never be seen. 

Through years, growing oid by reason of 
mental anguish as well as by age, Powell 
lived in his mountaiin home. But as he 
neared the age when he’“knew he must die, 
an overwhelming desire came to him to re- 
turn to his own people. If he fought to 
overcome, he has but the furrows of care 
on his face to show for it. He knew that 
he could go and not be recognized by his 
old comrades, and this détermined him. 
Repudiated by his family, ‘he sought out 
the lieutenant of his company, and, over- 
come by strong and varied emotions, threw 
himself weeping upon the shoulder of the 
ex-confederate officer, To him Powell tald 
his story and then asked for advice. 

“Go back to Tennessee,’’ was the reply 
he reccived. 

And back to his mountain home Powell 
has said he would go. Unattended by those 
who might have comforted him in his last 
hours, a hero im life if not in war, he will 
go to Tennessee. The sorrow of his. few 
remaining hours will be all the bitterer 
after his futile search for a loving family, 
and only in death will forgiveness come to 
him from them. 

The Lieutenant’s Story. 

Mr. A. S: Talley, who is among the best 
known of Atlanta’s citizens, was the first 
lieutenant of the artillery company in 
which William Powell enlisted. 

Friday Lieutenant Talley was walking 
down Broad street and was just about to 
step on Broad street bridge. He noticed 
two men standing on the bridge, and as 


he neared them the elder of the pair step- | 


ped out in front of him and stopped him. 

“I had no idea who the man was nor 
what he wanted,’’ said Mr. Talley, speaking 
of the incident. ‘‘The old man stopped me 
and said at once:

READY FOR ANY SORT OF TRIAL 


A Ringing Defense from Their Attor- 
neys Made Public. 


THE DETECTIVES HAVE NOTHING TO SAY 


There May Be an Investigation of the 
Charges Before the Board of 
Police Commissioners. 


The city detectives, through their attor- 
neys, have dared the men who made the 
sensational affidavits in the Bass murder 
case Saturday to the test. 

The detectives, who have been by impli- 
cation accused of having something to do 
with the killing of Bass, have taken vig- 
orous steps. They have employed legal 
assistance and propose to meet every state- 
ment that comes with a strong answer. 
They announce ready. for any sort of in- 
vestigation that May be suggested by those 
making the charges. 

It is by no means unlikely that the affi- 
davits made public Saturday will result in 
an investigation before the police board. 
Some charges are made against the offi- 
cers which the members of the board will 
probably decide to have investigated. No 
steps have yet been taken in the matter, 
but probably will be today. 

Glenn & Rountree represent the de- 
tectivess/ The» attorneys spent several 
hours in consultation with the detectives 
at police headquarters Saturday night. Af- 
ter the conference the detectives declined 
to make any statemént further than was 
furnished by their attorneys. 

Yesterday Glenn & Rountree prepared 
the following interesting card for publica- 


tion concerning the case: 
Throws Down the Gauntlet. 

Editor Constitution—In The Journal and 
Commercial of Saturday afternoon and 
The Constitution of Sunday morning ap- 
pear a number of alleged affidavits and a 
statement from the counsel of Mrs. B. A. 
Bass. They are intended to support the 
theory of the killing of Bass by five offi- 
cers of the detective force of Atlanta. 

In order to make the tkeory more plausi- 
ble counsel give their opinion that Basg 
was an innocent and persecuted man and 
that the detectives were forced to the 
methods set out in the alleged affidavits 
to obtain evidence against him and, failing 
in this, resorted to murder. It is further 
suggested that anything said in reference 
to the guilt of the dead man is an ‘un- 
kindness to a good wife and four inno- 
cent children.”’ Were such an assertion 
gratuitously made this would be true. The 
five men assailed and charged with this 
diabolical conspiracy and murder also have 
good wives and innocent children. The 
living have rights as well as the dead. 
Sentiment must not obscure the vision of 
justice and be used as a weapon to destroy. 
Whatever is said by wus is dictated solely 
by considerations of fairness to the liv- 
ing and far from a spirit of unkind- 
ness—on vse contrary, it comes from those 
who feel as deeply for this unfortunate 
woman as her own counsel possibly can. 
The occasion for this statement is forced 
upon these men. It is made because the 
publications referred to demand it and in 
justice to the living; not in anger or feel- 
ing toward the dead, and with profound 
regret. 

Now from this standpoint and in this 
spirit adopting the language of the coun- 
sel for Mrs. Bass, it is “perhaps not im; 
proper for us to state that in our judg- 
ment,” after a careful investigation of the 
case in the hands of the detectives, it was 
and is one of the most conclusive and 
overwhelming character. In no court 
where law was administered does it seem 
to us that he could have escaped convic- 
tion. This conclusion rests, not upon the 
unsupported word of the detectives but it 
is supported by testimony of others and 
by the statements of Mr. Bass himself to 
and in the presence of others, which elimi- 
hate every element of doubt. Hence it 
was not necessary to go elsewhere for evi- 
dence. It would have been more than 
idle to have gone to some of the sources 
mentioned in the alleged affidavits. Such 
testimony would have damned almost any 
case, 

Now, with reference to the affidavits. 
They are such only in name. Every one 
given in this county is sworn to before 
some officer of a federal court. They are 
taken before officers who cannot legally 
administer such affidavits. There was 
and could be no jurisdiction of this matter 
in the federal courts and hence such affi- 
davits can be given with impunity. No 
prosecution for false swearing can be 
based upon them and thus the officers are 
without a method of bringing the parties 
to the test of a trial. 

Waiving all this, however, and regard- 
ing them either as affidavits or mere state- 
ments we now, on behalf of these officers, 
dare the gentlemen who maintain the the- 
ory that they were oppressing and con- 
spiring against Bass during his lifetime 
to the test. Such a conspiracy falsely to 
charge and accuse an innocent man, is a 
crime against public justice and can be 
prosecuted under section 4509 of the code. 
If they feel themselves unable to sustain 
the charge of murder then let them prose- 
cute for this minor offense. 

Again, if they feel themselves unable to 
prosecute for a technical crime against 
the state laws, the board of police com- 
missioners have authority to deal with 
any and all matters affecting the police 
force of this city. They are challenged 
to make any clarge and are earnestly re- 
quested to aceept. Further, if these gen- 
tlemen can and will in any way bring 
this question before any tribunal, city, 
county or state, we, here and now, under- 
take to demonstrate the falsity of every 
statement made in these alleged affidavits 
which tends to show in any way that these 
officers ever endeavored to obtain any evi- 
dence in the manner set out. No pre- 
sumption of innocence will be appealed to. 
If they do not establish it let them be 
condemned. 

It seems to us that these charges pass 
beyond the individuals we represent. This 
city is in danger if the lives, property and 
character of our citizens are trusted to 
such men as these officers are said to be. 
It seems that outside and beyond the duty 
of these gentlemen to Mrs. Bass there is 
one to the community, and that it is due 
to that community to make these charges 
good or withdraw them. ey are as- 
sured that an hour’s notice is all that is 
required by us on behalf of these officers, 
and they are asked not only to press them 
but are defied to do so.

AN IMPORTANT MEETING 


To Be Held by the Police Commission- 
ers Today. 


The police board, will meet in regular 
monthly session this afternoon at 3 o’clock. 
The meeting will be an important one 
and* from the indications’ an exceedingly 
lively one. It is probable that the mem- 
bers of the board will lock horns and en- 
gage in a pretty lively discussion on the 


+ question of exposition police. 


Two members of the board favor the 
adoption of a rule requiring the entire po- 
lice force of the city, both in the city 
proper and at the exposition grounds, to 
work twelve hours each day instead of 
eight as at present. Those two.members 
are Captain English and Mr. Branan. 

Three members of the board have de- 
clared themselves favorable to the present 
hours of work remaining in vogue during 
the exposition, with the exception that 
they desire the police stationed at the ex- 
position grounds to work twelve hours. 
Those three members are Chairman John- 
son, Mayor King and Captain Brotherton. 

The other member of the board, Mr. Ven- 
able. is absent from the city, but it is 
thought that he favors the twelve hotr 
system. 

At the special meeting of the board held 
Friday night it developed that the members 
of the board were widely at difference on 
the question, and that, although the matter 
was apparently settled at the meeting, it 
would come up again when the absent 
member of the board returned to the city. 
It is thought that an effort will be made 
to reconsider the action of the board on 
Friday night deciding to work the city 
force eight hours and the exposition force 
twelve hours. Captain English and Mr. 
Branan want the hours changed, requiring 
the entire force to work twelve hours daily 
during the big show. It is believed that 
they will make a motion in accordance 
with their views at the board meeting this 
afternoon 

At Friday night’s meeting the matter was 
the subject of a warm discussion partici- 
pated in by every member of the board 
present, and when the matter comes up for 
final settlement this afternoon it will 
doubtless be a bone of contention, 

Another matter that will likely precipitate 
a discussion is the question of the elec- 
tion of captains and sergeants at the ex- 
position grounds. Some members of the 
board favor the election of the officers by 
the board itself and others prefer: leaving 
the matter with the chief of police, letting 
him detail such men as he sees proper. 

A motion will doubtless be made for the 
board to proceed to the election of captains 
and sergeants for exposition duty, and a 
discussion on the motion will probably re- 
sult in some heated expressions, it being 
said that some members of the board will 
oppose the proceeding strenuously. 

At the meeting this afternoon the 
election of about twenty-five supernumer- 
aries for the regular city force will take 
place. About six new men will be elected 
to regular duty during the exposition. 
There are several hundred applications for 
positions on the force and much of the 
time of the board will doubtless be con- 
sumed in examining the different aspirants 
for the honor of swinging a club on the 
fashionable thoroughfares of the city. 

There is an accumulation of routine busi- 
ness to be brought up and acted on at the 
meeting today and from the  indica- 
tions the session will be a long and inter- 


esting one.

York with him in the interest of the in- 
vention, 

Mr. G. W. Moore was a born mechanical 
genius and in his boyhood days he was al- 
ways making toys that were marvelous 
to his playmates. 

Since he has been at the Kimball house 
as chief engineer he has made many new 
improvements in the machinery in the 
building. All during his work hours he 
would be putting on new appliances around 
the engine room and was forever trying to 
make something he had never seen and 
which he thought could be used to ad- 
vantage. 

The two phonographs that are in the 
Kimball house rotunda are the_ property 
Moore. He became interested in 
the phonograph as soon as he saw it and 
has always declared it to be the greatest 
mechanical achievement of the age. 

Mr. Moore has owned the two phono- 
graphs some time and frequently carrtes 
them home and gives entertainment to his 
friends in the neighborhood. It was at one 
of these entertainments that Mr. Moore 
conceived the idea that he could improve 
on the phonograph. 

A number of Mr. Moore’s friends were 
present one night that he happened to 
bring the phonograph home, They had 
played several pieces on the instrument, 
stopping each time to put in a new cylin- 
der. It was during one of these stops that 
Mrs. Moore, his wife, asked if they could 
not make a machine so that a person 
would not have to put in a new cylinder 
every time a new tune was required. Mr. 
Moore replied that he thought he could 
make such an attachment. This was last 
winter, since which time he has been work- 
ing on the attachment during his leisure 
hours. 

Several times he became discouraged and 
decided to give it up, but aftey studying 
the machine carefully he finally drew plans 
of the proposed attachment and had a mod- 
el made, He began getting patents on the 
invention even before he was sure it would 
work on a phonograph. He was confident 
that it would work, and his expectations 
were finally realized. 

He put one of the models he had made 
on one of his phonographs in the Kimball, 
and the result has been séen. Both of the 
jostruments now have the new attachments 
on them and are worked daily. 


The attachment that is on the machines 


tn the Kimball house has only five cylin- 
ders, but as many as desired can be put 
on one machine. The phonographs that 
were only able to play one tune without 
the trouble of removing the cylinder, can 
now play as many as desired by pulling out 
a lever. 

The new invention of Mr. Moore’s looks 
very simple, but even Edison in all his 
glory could not fathom the mysteries of 
this simple looking Httle attachment. 
Where the one cylinder was situated in 
the phonograph there are now five of these 
cylinders revolving.

DIED FROM THE FALL 


Smith, Who Fell from the Scaffold in the 
Manufactures Hall, Dies. 


LINGERED IN TERRIBLE AGONY 


J. A. Mullacky, Another Exposition 
Employe, Dies Suddenly trom ~ 
Heart Disease. 


Henry M. Smith, who fell from a ladder 
in the manufactures building two weeks 
ago and received severe internal injuries, 
died yesterday morning at 10 o’clock at the 
Grady hospital. 

While his death was not unexpected it 
was rather sudden ayd caused those who 
had been watching by his bedside painful 
surprise. 

Smith came to Atlanta some months ago 
from Jacksonville, Fla., for the purpose of 
securing work at the exposition grounds. 
He was a splendid specimen of physical 
manhood, tall, muscular and broad-skoul- 
dered, with a fact that showed strong 
character and expressive of more education 
than the average artisan. He was regard- 
ed as a splendid laborer and was a skillful 
mechanic as well as a carpefiter. There 
was no trouble for him to secure work, and 
he was employed by various contractors by 
whom he was recognized as a man tho- 
roughly conscientious and efficient. 

Two weeks ago Smith was cngaged in 
paneling the manufactures and !iberal arts 
building. He was seated on a scaffolding 
reaching up to the roof. While leaning 
over to place on a plank Smith lost his 
balance and shot heavily to the floor. It 
was an awful fall, and he was picked up 
in an unconscious condition. By the fal! 
one of his legs was broken and he was oth- 
‘erwise horribly injured. He was carried to 
the Grady hospital. His wounds, while se- 
vere, were not thought at first to be fatal, 
but it was found that the internal hurts 
were more serious than supposed. 

Smith grew weaker each day. His suffcr- 
ing became acute. It increased, and for 
the last week the agony has beén intense. 
The physicians at the hospital say that he 
has suffered more than any patient they 
have had. 

Yesterday morning it Was noticed that he 
was rapidly growing weaker. His wife, 
who had been sent for, and who had come 
up from Jacksonville, was called to his 
side. 

At W o’clock he died in terrible agony. 
His remains were taken to Swift’s under- 
taking establishment. He was an Odd Fel- 
low in good standing, and will be buried ac- 
cording to the ceremonials of that order to- 
day in Oakland cemetery on the Odd Fel- 
lows’ lot. Hé was just fifty years old. 


A Sudden Death. 
J. A. Mullacky, one of the time keepers 


in the machinery hall at the exposition 


grounds, died suddenly Saturday evening at 


the Metropolitan hotel. 

Mullacky came from Cleveland, O., and 
has been at work for three weeks at the 
exposition. Hé was highly respected and 
well regarded by all his co-laborers. 

Friday afternoon he was suddenly strick- 
en with heart disease while at work on 
the grounds and was removed at once to 
his room in the Metropolitan hotel, where 
he died Saturday afternoon. A telegram 
was received yesterday by Undertaker 
Swift, instructing that his remains be sent 
on to Cleveland today. Several friends will 
escort the remains.

Judge Andy Calhoun will be called upon 
this afternoon to decide an interesting case 
which will be called to test his knowledge 
of aleoholic stimulants. 

This decision will affect the sale of a 
beverage which, during the last month, 
has become one of the most popular sum- 
mer drinks—a cooling, sizzing, foaming 
fluid, labeled ‘‘White Hops.’’ 

The city detectives have taken a stand 
on the question and pronounce the fluid 
a mild but genuine form of beer. The re- 
corder will be called upon to sustain them 
in this decision. He will make a thorough 
and exhaustive analysis of the potation. 

Several weeks ago at the stands about 
the exposition grounds there: appeared this 
new drink. It has been sold in large 
quantities by ali of the fruit stands and 
at the restaurants on the fringes of the 
grounds. Tired workmen feefing the need 
of something refreshing would stop at the 
stands and the bubbling beverage would 
be brought out. 

This was put up in pint bottles of fhe 
beer variety. An attractive label with the 
words “White Hops’ printed on it, in- 
formed the people that it was something 
in the nature of beer. 

In fact it is said that it was generally 
known that the fluid answered all pur- 
poses of the accepted fermented drink. 

Where it caine from cannot be told from 
the labels on the bottles, as the name of 
the brewery or place of manufacture is 
not given. : 

During the last week different stores in 
Atlanta, recognizing the wonderful popu- 
larity of ‘‘White Hops,’’ have placed 
large supplies in stock. It has been put 
in at many of the Decatur street soda 
water stands, and it was here that the 
detectives saw its strange effect yester- 
day. 

Detectives Ivy and Wooten were strolling 
down Decatur about noon when they no- 
ticed at a stand, on the corner of Loyd 
and Decatur streets, a crowd of men ap- 
parently in a mood too jubilant for Sun- 
day under ordinary conditions. 

It was a hilarious throng and the bois- 
terous laughter told the officers that some 
undue influence was at work. At first 
they thought that a “blind. tiger’’ of the 
common variety was concealed about the 
place. One of the detectives walked into 
the place, however, and saw the clerk 
pouring out drinks from the ‘“‘White Hops” 
bottles. In every respect it resembled 
beer, and when one of the officers ventured 
to taste it his suspicions seemed assured. 

They decided to make a test case and in- 
formed H. H. Price, the proprietor, that 
he must appear before the recorder Mon- 
day to answer to the charge of retailing 
spirituous liquor on the Sabbath. 

Near by were two more stands selling 
the same stuff and cases were likewise 
made against these. This morning the 
case will be brought before Judge Calhoun, 
and he will be called upon to say what’s 
in a name.

MODEL METHOD FOR DISTRIBUTING HONORS 


He Has Secured Many Famous Men 


To Act as Jurymen—To Meet 
Here October 15th. 


Men of fame, who have achieved emi- 


mehce in more than a dozen lines of great 


endeavor, will compose the jury of awards 
for our exposition. 

This is the most important board connect- 
ed. with the exposition. It vitally affects 
every exhibitor and is of more than pass- 
ing interest to every one on account of the 
weighty matters which it will have to 
handle. 

Dr. D. C. Gilman, the president of Johns 
Hopkins university, who is to be president 
of the jury of awards, has announced the 
names of about twenty-five members of 
this important jury and states that they 
have accepted. In the same communica- 
tion sent to President Collier and received 
yesterday morning, he outlines completely

3. The awards in every grade will be pub- 


licy announced and will be certified by di- 
plomas. In the three highest grades the di- 
plomas will state that the recipient is en- 
titled to a medal. Bronze medals will be 
supplied without charge by the authori- 
ties of the exhibition, but because of the 
costliness of the silver and gold medals the 


recipients (according to usage elsewhere). 


will be expected to pay for them a sum not 
exceeding the actual cost thereof. Every 
effort will be made to secure the prompt de- 
livery of medals and diplomas. The prepar- 
ation of these tokens does not rest with the 
juries nor with the commissioner of 
awards, but belongs to another part of the 
administration. if any unexpected delay 
arises in the production of the medals and 
diplomas, temporary certificates will be is- 
sued, properly authenticated, which will 
serve for the moment to indicate the suc- 
cessful exhibits. 

4. The awards will be made, not by in- 
dividual judges, but by juries distributed 
into different sections according to the clas- 
sification originally adopted in the admin- 
istration of the exposition, already made 
public. The attendance is assured of ex- 


perts in ail the main departments of the

the system of awards which will be em- 
ployed at the exposition, 

The names announced are those of men 
of more than national fame and the mere 
fact of their being connected with the 
board is sufficient evidence of the high 
character of the jury. They are men of 
brains, of will, of achievement, of promi- 
nence, of high position—men whose ser- 
vices could not be purchased by the expo- 


sition for $500 a day. They have agreed, 


-however, to give to the exposition free of 
cost their services for several weeks. 

The jury will meet in Atlanta October 
16th. Several weeks will be required in ex- 
amining the exhibits. To systematize mat- 


ters and facilitate the work of the jury ' 


‘the work’ has Been divided into ten differ- 
@nt departments. The displays embraced 
in each separate department have been 
announced by Dr. Gilman. 

Dr. Gilman has done his work thorough- 
ly. He has been busy with it for many 
weeks. He selected the members of the 
jury with great care, being determined to 
have the jury of the very highest class of 
men. He worked with infinite toil and 
patience upon the system and the one 
which he has announced will commend it- 
self to every one. It is simple in operation, 
just and equitable. It is an improvement 
upon the system of John Boyd Thacher, 
which was used at the world’s. fair. 

Dr. Gilman has covered a broad field in 
the selection of his jury. They come from 
many sections of the country and repre- 
sent many different callings and profes- 
sions. Many of them are educators. The 
only Georgian so far named is Dr. Isaac 
S. Hopkins, president of the School of 
Technology. 

The following is Dr. Gilman’s announce- 
ment, complete, which was sent to Presi- 
dent Collier for approval. President Col- 
lier has. examined the system very care- 
fully and approves of it very heartily. Here 
is the communication as received by Presi- 
dent Collier: 3 

The Atlanta System of Awards. 


The following statement respecting the 
Atlanta system of awards is prepared for 
the information of the public. Supplemen- 
tary information respecting the meetings 
of the judges and other details pertaining 
to their action will be separately set forth 
for their information, but such particulars 
are of no general interest: 

1. After careful - consideration of the 
merits of various systems of award, it is 
decided to recognize four degrees of merit: 

(a) Honorable mention will be made of 
a large number of exhibits, good in their 
various departments and worthy of official 
recognition, either because of the pro-

Cesses involved in their production or be- 
Cause of the results attained. 

(b) Medals in bronze or in silver will be 
@warded for higher degrees of merit. It 
is impossible in brief general phrases to in- 
dicate the qualities which constitute 
merit’’ in exhibits so diverse as those that 
will here be brought together, but in each 
department the jury will decide what is 


entitled to the bronze medal and what to - 


the silver medal. 

(c) In addition to the three classes cf 
Gistinction already named, which are open 
to all exhibits, there ‘will be a limited 
Dumber of exceptional awards, declaring 
that the recipient is entitled to a gold 
medal. These will be bestowed upon ex- 
hibits of pre-eminent worth and wide- 
Spread importance, and they will be be- 
Stowed in order to call the attention of 
the country to noteworthy indications of 
mechanical, industrial, intellectual and ar- 
tistic progress. For example, inventions 

far-reaching significance, public works 
of widespread influence, new and _ note- 
Worthy educational establishments, im- 
provements in the production ‘of staple 
€rticles, advances in the arts of transpor- 
tation, contributions to the enjoyment of 
life (parks, museums, etc.) will be con- 
sidered. 

For the judgment of these exhibits a 
board of highest award will be constituted,

few days. Don’t deprecate the military 
spirit. It helps national characteristics, 
and when you see those Pennsylvania ca- 
dets on the exposition parade grounds in 
November, you'll wish you were a boy and 
a cadet too. 


‘About as pretty a vista as there is in 
the exposition grounds is seen through the 
triple arch of the main entrance, viewed 
as the cars are coming down toward it. 
The dull gray plaster wall frames the 
tints of gray and green that make up the 
interior landscape, and the whole view is 
one of exceeding beauty. In fact, there are 
numbers of pretty views in and about the 
grounds. From the hill near the campanile 
you can catch a glimpse of the gray dome 
of the capitol in the distance. It is but a 
glimpse, but over the seclusion of the 
grounds it brings to mind the fact that 
Piedmont park is within the confines of 
“the” city of the south. Then there are the 
glimpses of woods. that can be caught 
through the doors and windows of the 
manufactures building, especially through 
those of the annex. In short, the grounds 
are full of pretty views. They are not, of 
course, glimpses of foreign splendor and 
classic grandeur, but they are pretty views 
just the same and exceedingly enjoyable. 


Away over behind the fireworks: platform, 
down in the hollow, is a cotton plantation. 
I know of nothing that will be of more 
interest to our northern and foreign visi- 
tors than that verys{hing, and I marvel 
that the company has not made an endeav- 
or to secure Nate Saulsbury’s ‘‘Black 
America” for the grotinds.

The cotton 
plantation is not for the exhibition of the 
old hand-picking business, but it will be 
to show off Angus Campbell’s cotton-pick- 
ing machine with. It will be very interest- 
ing, no doubt, to see cotton picked by 
machinery, but would it not be more inter- 
esting to see the hand pickers at work? We 
want to see picturesque things. Still the 
growing cotton will be of great interest 
to the vast number of visitors who have 
never seen it save in sheets and bedtick- 
ing. 


The space in the grounds is nearly alli 
allotted. The small concessionaires have 
their positions and are getting up their 
buildings. The one concession that is most 
sorely needed, the public comfort arrange- 
ments, is just being put in shape. The 
delay in putting up these buildings has 
been rather annoying, but they will be up 
in a few days. In the buildings everything 
is practically taken up. The space for ex- 
hibitors has been platted out in the fire 
building, the center entrance opening on 
the space devoted to fire extinguishers and 
kindred matters. The department of con- 
cessions and admissions ts now located in 
rather cramped temporary quarters in the 
south end of the fire building, but Mr. 
Felder expects to be in the administration 
building in a few days, so that the space 
now devoted to his department will be 
vacant for the regular uses of the building. 
Everything is gone in the manufactures 
building and the agricultural building is 
badly crowded. The states of Arkansas 
and Louisiand have secured about the 
largest spaces in the latter building. Ar- 
kansas’s exhibit is quite ornate and unique, 
the decorative work being made of corn: 
Disks cut from ripe ears of various colors 
have been tastefully arranged together 
with the dried leaves.of the corn, so as to 
produce very striking designs. Along the 
back of the exhibit are medallions contain- 
ing pictures of animals’ heads, wrought in 
various grains. Some of them are really 
quite well executed. The buiding decora- 
tions in all the buildings are quite elabo- 
rate.
